Lead the Plates to Battle—Aed Mop 
the Truckee Bada With Wadhees— 
An Official Statement From Captaia 
Dave. ,

There is trouble brewing between 


ithe Piutes and the Washoes. Ia an 


interview with a Gurs repre- 
sentative yesterday Capt. Dave, a 

prominent Piate, made the following 

statement of facts. Hesays that on 
Sunday he accompanied the venerable 
Piute chieftain Winnemucca, as his 

lieutenant, to the Indian encampment 
near the Poor House where the 
Washoes were holding their festival. 
A number of drunken Washoes gath- 
ered about Winnemecca and after a 
time one of them took a lung piece of 
rope, doubled it and struck the old 
chief with it. The old warrior felt 
the insut very keenly and immediately 

left thecamp. Had not Oapt. Dave 
stepped up quickly at the time the 
chief was s track, he thinks 
that Winnemucca would, old as he is, 
have inbrued a large area of the 
dancing ground with the blood of 
slain Washoes. Winnemucca was so 
atung with resentment that he h- 
ed his teeth, and swore by all the 
Piutes hold holy, by the graves of bis 
fathers, by the white snow on the 
mountains, by the deep lakes and the 
flowing rivers, that he would wreak a 
fell revenge for the indignity thet hed 
been put upon him. He then shook 
from his feet the dust and vermin of 
the Washoe camp, and came directly 


to town, takiug the fret train for the 


headquarters of his tribe at Wads- 
worth. 

Capt. Dave is now the acting chief 
of the Piutes, being “a favorite son” 
of the tribe, and the mantle of author- 
ity, which is sipping from the aged 
shoulders of Winnemucca bids fair to 
descend upon him. The stalwart 
Captain believes that there will soon 
be the devil to pay between the tribes 
unless the Washoes make a formal 
‘apology to the Piutes for the insult 
offered the patriarchal chief of the 
latter. He thioks that Winnemucca 
is now whooping up the Piutes and 
inciting them to take up arms to pun- 
ish the Washoes. Capt. Dave says 
it’s “bad time of year for go to war. 
Tvo damn dry for much fight.” He 
anys, however, that he has notified the 
Washoes about here that if they don't 
stop getting drunk and ioterfering 
with the Piutes, there will be ——to 
pay ——-sudden. 


The Bodie Stage Again Stopped and the 
Treasure Bex Stolen 


The stage coach from“ Carson for 
Bodie was again robbed on Monday, 
in the same place where it was stop- 
ped last week, and by the same men. 
This time the passengers were not 
molested, the road agents contenting 
themselves with Wells Fargo & Co.'s 
treasure box. They told the driver, 
whom they robbed last week, that 
they still had his watch and would re- 
turn it to him. They also promised 
to place the express box and its con- 
tents, after they had taken the money, 
by the roadside where it could be 
seen and picked up. The express 
agent at Carson estimates that the 
robbers got about $300 from the box. 
The gers on the coach were 
Mrs. E. Crown, Mrs. McBride and 
child, I. Stead, I. W. Smith and John 
Cameron. 

Since the robbery last week several 
parties of men have been hunting for 
these highwaymen and were „ „ 
to be close upon their trail. ne of 
the Virginia papers had an interesting 
account of how a band of Piutes had 
been tracking them through the des- 
ert, guided by the unerring instinct of 
the red man, etc. Now the same men 
turn up at the identical spot where 
they committed the robbery a week 
ago and stop the coach again. A 
bolder thing was done in the 
days of Dick Turpin, or of Robin 
Hood. But they have been too bold, 
their capture seems almost a certain- 


ty. 

On the former occasion the paseen- 
gers were treated with great indigni- 
ty, the robbers cursing them one and 
all with the most filthy oaths that they 
could lay their tongues to. There 
was a lady in the stage whom they 
called the vilest of names without the 
slightest provocation.

In talking to » number of well 
known ranchers last eveving a go 
deal of information respecting the dep- 
redatiens, the habits and genera\ “‘cus- 
sedness” of the grasshopper was elicit- 
et. P.J. Kelly, although likely to 
be a considerable loser by grasshop- 
pers, give a jocose account of them. 


He says last year it was thought that 
the pests would not injure alfalfa but 
confine themselves totimothy. They 
are now fairly going for” the clover, 
and bid fair to get a good share of it 
in this valley. They are quite 
thick on Mr. Kelly's alfalfa fields, and 
have done the crop considerable dam- 
age. When the hoppers first came to 
the country, the ranchers used to 
drown them by flooding the land as 


the insects 2 Ur it at night. 
Asa proof of the infernal cunning of 
the creatures Mr, Kelly states that 
they now climb to the very tops of the 
clover when night comes on, seeming- 
ly determined to sleep as high up as 
they can. Thus there is no chance to 
drown them out. Towards sundown 
is is an interesting and instructive 


sight to see Mr. Kelly's hoppers be- 
gin to climb the alfalfa stems and 
gradually settle down upon the tops 
to a secure repose. At nightffll the 
clover looks black with The 
rancher says be will take any number 
of chickens or other poultry on shares 
this summer, and thinks he would 
make money out of such aa sfrange- 
ment. Fowls devour the insects with 
impunity and fatten fast onthem. Mr. 
Mapes some time offered to io- 
sure his crop for $1,000 and Mr. 
Kelly is now sorry that he did not ac- 
cept the offer. 

Mr. Kelly has a little plas 
to vvtwit the this 
season. He has 125 acres of grain 
and about the same number of clover. 
The insects have not yet entered the 
grain fields but confine themselves to 
the clover, evidently believing that 
there is a time to hay and a time to 
reap. He proposes to defer haying 
until a late date, say after the Fourth, 
for he thinks that as soon as he cuts 
the clever the hop will move into 
the grain. When he does cut he will 
leave a wide strip of clover standing 
between the grain and the grass fields 
as forage for the hoppers. He hopes 
that before they devour all that his 
grain will be ready for reaping. 

The fact that the locusts, finding 
that clover is the main crop of this 
valley, are cultivatiog a taste for it, 
although they at first passed it by, 
aod also that the insects, which used 
to sleep upon the ground, now repose 
upon the clover tops at night to es- 
cape flooding by the artful rancher— 
these are proofs to many intelligenn 
agriculturists that the hopper is it 
the front rank of evolution, and pos- 
senses a marked capability for adjust- 
ing itself te ita environment. me 
think that the situation in this valley 
is becoming a competitive struggle for 
existence between the rancher and the 
hopper, with the odds on the hopper. 

r. Whistler says that al the 
hoppers hatched out very thick in 

ts on his ranch some weeks ago 
they have done po appreciable 
damage as yet. While the insects 
were still very young they dispersed 
over his ranch and do not aow seem 
numervus, 

On the ranches of Stephen Ede and 
D.C. Wheeler. locusts have appeared 
in great nambers, and are devouring 
the alfalfa.

A Gazetre reporter last evening 
vis ted the Indian encampment where 
the grand hunters’ feast has been in 

a4 interviewed a prominent 
. The red man sat 


upon the ground, 
baker's bread. This h. 
liar fashion. He did not 
inte slices, but dug out the 8. 
rior from the crust with his fin, 
By his side was a small tin box o. 


butter, from which he at times 
took small pieces with his knife and 
spread them upon his bread. It was 
noticeable that he did not put this 
useful instrument into his mouth, after 
the fashion of many of his white 
brethren, but — himself with 
applying it to its mate purposes 
By hve nde was a large dish of mush 
made from ground acorns. This dish 
was however neglected for the more 
palatable bread of the pale face. 

Engaging this child of the desert 
in conversation, the reporter” found 
that he could understand English well 
and speak it readily and intelligibly. 
The Indian said that there had begn 
about 300 Indians in the gathering, 
but that most of them had gone away 
and there would be no more dancing, 
at least for the present. In a month 
there might be another feast. The festi- 
vais did not come at regular periods, 
but when the hunters had good luck. 
He explained that the general muster 
of the redskins had no political signi- 
ficance whatever. It was simply a 
“big dinner,” that was all. In regard 
to a statement that had appeared in a 
local morning paper, to the effect that 
the tribe had met to elect a new 
chief, the red man said that the local 
morning pa, er had been misinformed. 
The present chief is Captain Jim of 
Wadsworth, who was elected this 
spring. The Indians who had taken 
part in the festivities of the past few 
days, were almost all Washoes. 

e encampment in which this in- 
formation was gleaned had been made 
with considerable pains. A level spot 
had been selected on the south bank 
of the river, opposite the tannery, 
about a quarter of a mile below the 
Poor House. This had been thor- 
oughly cleared of rocks and sage- 
brush and made an excellent dancing 
grcund. The cleared space had been 


shelte- ed on the west or windward 
of wil-

ow trees, with their trunks sharpened 
and thrust into the ground. Around 
the enclosure a number of wigwams 
had been constructed with considera- 
ble care, although put up for a tempo- 
rary use. As the reporter returned to 
the town he passed a many de- 
parting braves, bound for the hunting 
grounds. Most of these Indian bucks 
sported linen dusters in a more or less 
fresh condition, and strolled along 
with their hands in their pockets. 
The squaws were, however, loaded 
down with luggage, tied in a big bun- 
dle and carried upon the back, its 
weight partly sustained by a broad 
band passing over the forehead. The 
subjection of women has not yet be- 
come a subject for agitation among 
the Indians.

The 
Santa Clara creek flows tbrough the 
valley and furnishes water whenever 
irrigation is necessary., The farmers 
were cutting their crops as I passed 
along the valley and it was only the 
19th day of May, so Sontbero, Cali- 
fornia may truly be called the garden 
apot of the land, for it is always sum- 
mer there, At 12:30 we. reached 
Newhall, which is situated on the Santa 
Clara creek and contains many very 
fine residences. The Continental Oil 
Company has a refinery here which 
was erected at an expense of over 
$40,000. After leaving Newhall we 
begin the ascent of 


THE SAN FERNANDO MOUNTAINS, 


whose sides are covered with green 
shrubs and grass, and soon enter the 
San Fernando tunnel, which is over 
6,000 feet in length, and through 
which we pase at a very slow rate of 
speed, imagining at the same time that 
it is night,as the car lamps are lighted. 
Emerging from the south end we de- 
scend into the valley and soon reach 
San Fernando, which is only a small 
village. This valley produces the 
greatest amount of grain of any in 
Southern California, and * 
no irrigation is required and short 
crops have only been koewn twice in 
twenty years. In the west the mir- 
age presents a wonderful appearance; 
while in the east a rugged, broken 
range of mountains makes the scenery 
very picturesque. I noticed a pecu- 
liar species of the century plant in 
this valley. It is about ten feet high, 
three or four inches in diameter, and 
at the top, branches spread out like a 
tree for a distance of two feet, having 
leaves upon them. The general color 
of the tree is yellow, while the leaves 
are tinged with white. It blooms 
every fifteen years, and has such a 
fragrant blossom that the whole coun- 
try is highly scerted when there are 
many of them in bloom at the tame 
time. At eight miles north of Los 
Angeles we reach the river bearing 
the same name. It is a small stream 
in itself, but of much significance on 
the maps. The railroad follows the 
river and sé>n we reach Los Angeles, 
where we stop’ for dinner, and also 
have to charge cars. The city is some 
distance from the depot, but there are 
always plenty of eceaches and hacks 
there *~ take passengers wherever they 
wish to 0.
